This letter is in response to your Ereedom of Information Act (EOIA) request to the Executive 
Office for Immigration Review (EOIR) dated and received July 2, 2020 in which you seek records 
related to the individual identified in your request. 

With respect to your request, we can neither confirm nor deny the existence of such records 
pursuant to Exemption 6 of the EOIA, 5 U.S.C. § 552(b)(6). Even to acknowledge the existence of 
such records could reasonably be expected to constitute an unwarranted invasion of personal 
privacy. This is our standard response to such requests and should not be taken to mean that 
records do, or do not, exist. 

Eor your information. Congress excluded three discrete categories of law enforcement and national 
security records from the requirements of the EOIA. See 5 U.S.C. § 552(c) (2006 & Supp. IV 
2010). This response is limited to those records that are subject to the requirements of the EOIA. 
This is a standard notification that is given to all our requesters and should not be taken as an 
indication that excluded records do, or do not, exist. See 
http://www.iustice.gov/oip/foiapost/2012foiapost9.html .

or electronically transmitted within 90 days of the date of my response to your request. If you 
submit your appeal by mail, both the letter and the envelope should be clearly marked “Freedom of 
Information Act Appeal.”
